“I think these men 
in their hearts are as guilty as any 
of the men who were convicted, 
but they were men who were clev- 
er, who were shrewd enough not 
to transgress the boundaries of the 
law.” 

Smith also mentioned that 
system of the trials was more 
nearly American than French or 
Russian, and that it is a tribute to 
Anglo-Saxon law.
